Also, the MBFR has a panel meeting which is long 
overdue; however, there is no fixed date for the MBFR conferences 
to begin. 
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e. RSD is involved in the peace situation in Vietnam concerning 
questions of armistice inspection teams, ground rules and the question 
of reconnaissance needs and capabilities of the various systems and 
trying to arrive at a position on these.
